Scholarships  Make 

Last  Friday  the  Daily  Universe  carried  a 
front  page  story  with  the  heading,  “BYU 
Doubles  Scholarship  Program.” 

The  story,  released  from  Pres.  Wilkinson’s 
office,  explained  numerous  scholarships  which 
are  now  available  to  the  high  school  and  college 
student.  Prime  pre-requisite,  for  the  scholar- 
ship-winning student,  is  an  already  established 
record  of  scholastic  achievement. 

This  school’s  announcement  that  it  will 
double  scholarships  should  give  an  added  in- 
centive to  high  school  students  throughout  the 
nation  who  may  desire  to  attend  BYU.  Perhaps 
many  “studying  students”  will  attend  this 
Church  school  on  a scholarship.  . . students 
who  otherwise  would  simply  attend  the  closest 
college  to  home. 

Thus,  doubling  scholarships  will  give  an 
added  incentive  to  high  school  students  who 
in  the  past  have  been  too  prone  to  look  upon 
the  “studyer”  as  an  “egghead.” 

Few  people  can  argue  that  high  school  scho- 
lastic achievement  does  not  pay  when  it  direct- 
ly results  in  an  opportunity  to  pursue  a four 
year  education  with  financial  problems  sub- 
stantially decreased. 

WHAT  ABOUT  US? 

But,  the  incentive  added  to  the  high  school 
student  does  not  directly  affect  the  student 
already  in  college.  What  about  the  Brigham 
Young  University  student,  already  enrolled  in 
classes? 

The  new  scholarship  program  will  give  hun- 
dreds of  scholarships  to  students  who  are  doing 
outstanding  work  at  the  Y.  Graduate  scholar- 
ships amounting  to  $1255  per  student  per  year

will  be  offered — again,  to  the  “outstanding” 
student. 

The  word  outstanding  as  defined  in  the  Fri- 
day article  evidently  means  demonstrated 
scholastic  or  leadership  abilities. 

Junior  college  graduates  will  find  40  new 
scholarships  of  $70  per  quarter. 

Fifty-two  awards  are  waiting  for  the  stu- 
dents who  have  maintained  ^ B average,  or 
who  have  outstanding  records  of  leadership 
and  scholastic  achievement. 

These  are  but  a few  of  the  scholarships  be- 
ing offered  at  this  school. 

WHERE’D  YOU  GRADUATE? 

There  seems  to' be  a growing  philosophy  that 
the  job-seeker  today  must  be  better  educated 
than  ever  before.  Few  people  even  qu^tion 
this  sort  of  statement  any  more. 

But,  it  would  seem  that  the  future  may 
bring  about  more  than  the  usual  questions, 
“Did  you  graduate  from  college  and  which 
one?”  Future  employers  may  even  go  so  far 
as  to  ask  “What  kind  of  grades  did  you  receive 
at.  college?” 

At  least  with  more  and  more  scholarships 
being  presented  by  BYU  and  other  universities, 
the  level  of  scholastic  achievement  is  being 
raised.  . . and  thus  competition  becomes  all 
the  more  keen.  The  rest  of  us  are  going  to  have 
to  keep  up.  . . through  a more  devoted  “study 
for  serious”  program.

Especially  if  one  considers  the 
sort  of  figures  carried  on  the 
1958  operating  report. 

The  plant  maintains  a gross 
total  of  1,825,000  square  feet  of 
floor  space;  500  acres  of  land — 
and  they  used  in  1958:  9,654 
light  bulbs  and  fluorescent  tubes; 
196  gallons  of  hand  soap;  955 
pounds  of  powdered  soap;  2,948 
gallons  of  liquid  cleaner;  265  gal- 
Ions  of  floor  sealer;  1,810  gallons 
of  floor  wax,  3,549  gallons  of 
paint,  varnish  and  stain. 

They  washed  122,432  square 
feet  of  glass  (the  equivalent  of 
washing  the  windows  in  the  av- 
erage house  400  times). 

They  handle  4,250  calls  per 
day  and  1,500  long  distance  calls 


Last  year  they  planted  6,343 
shrubs,  356  trees  and  5.15  acres 
of  new  lawn. 

Their  daily  cleaning  job  is 
roughly  equivalent  to  sweeping 
and  dusting  the  average  resi- 
dence 460  times. 

The  plant  has  22  pianos  (does 
not  include  those  maintained  by 
the  music  department),  nine  coat 
racks,  124  banquet  tables,  and 
4,590  folding  chairs. 

The  only  non-astronomical  fig- 
ures here  are  the  nine  coat  racks 
— but  most  departments  supply 
their  own. 

They  supplied  chairs,  tables, 
etc.  for  some  15,628  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number  762  were  for 
dances  and  another  5,411  for

They  have 
placed  architects  under  contract 
for  the  following  proposed  build- 
ings: library,  administration  and 
general  services,  industrial  edu- 
cation, commerce,  and  extension 
of  the  fieldhouse  as  well  as  de- 
velopments in  the  geology  mu- 
seum and  poultry  farm. 

In  the  construction  phase,  the 
plant  provided  housing  for  1170 
single  men  with  the  completion 
of  the  Helaman  Halls,  and  com- 
pleted the  motion  picture  sound 
stage. 

Either  completed  or  begun  in 
1958  were  botanical  greenhouse, 
animal  laboratory,  astronomical 
telescope  and  various  road  and 
parking  areas.

Hawaii  Seems

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Shelton  Resigns  to  Take 
‘Less  Demanding’  Job 


Ev  Shelton,  the  “grand  old 
man”  of  Skyline  basketball  made 
public  his  resignation  as  head 
basketball  coach  of  the  Wyoming 
Cowboys  last  Monday  night. 

Shelton  had  been  at  the  reins 
of  the  Pokes  for  18  seasons  and 
was  the  winningest  coach  in  Sky- 
line coaching  ranks.  Ev  accumu- 
lated eight  Skyline  crowns  for 
the  Cowboys  during  his  stay  in 
Laramie. 

Although  his  resignation  at 
Wyoming  will  be  effective  June 
80,  Shelton  has  admitted  that 
he  will  not  leave  the  coaching 
profession  which  he  has  been  a 
member  of  for  he  last  35  years. 
He  will  take  a “less  demanding” 
position  at  some  other  institution 
in  the  West  it  is  rumored. 

For  Ev,  whose  team  grabbed 
the  conference  title  last  year,  it 
was  a disastrous  season.  His 
team,  despite  the  presence  of 
dazzling  Tony  Windis,  compiled 


a record  of  four  wins  and  22  de- 
feats with  a 1-13  Skyline  mark. 

Hints  that  all  was  not  well 
with  the  Pokes  came  early  in  he 
season  when  they  toured  the 
South  and  were  humbled  by 
some  of  the  humblest  quintets  in 
that  section  of  the  country. 

There’s  no  doubt  that  pressure 
from  various  sources  was  being 
brought  to  bear  on  the  Wyoming 
administration  concerning  the 
basketball  mentor.  Attendance 
dropped  off  to  an  all-time  low  in 
Laramie  and  talk  of  team  dis- 
sension was  heightened  when 
Tony  Windis  disappeared  from 
the  Poke  camp  midway  through 
the  season. 

Glenn  (Red)  Jacoby,  Wyo- 
ming’s athletic  director,  has  not 
found  a replacement  for  Ev  yet.
